HAT your Petitioner in the Year 1578, diſcovered a lioriid Popiſh Conſpiracy, for the Deſtruction 61 
King Charles the Second, and his preſent Majelty, and the Proteſtant Religion within thele Kingdoms ; 
and proved it ſo fully, that ſeveral Partiaments and Courts of Juſtice, betore whom he gave his Teltimo- 
ny, declared their belict of it by puvlick Votes and the Condemnation of ſeveral of thc Conſpirators. 
THAT upon this Account the Popiſh Party purſued your Petitioner with an implacable Malice, attempt- 
Wt ing ſeveral times to take away his Lite 3 and being deteated in that Attempt, they firſt procured the ſaid 
King Charles the Szcond to withdraw that Protection and Subſiſtance that the [aid King had allowed him at the Requcit of 
ſeveral Parliaments, which was 4o /. per Month; and then inſtigated his Royal Highnels the Duke of Tort to proſecute 
vour Petitioner in an Action of Scandalumns Ma natum, tor ſpeaking this Notorious "Truth, (-:2.) Thar he the faid D. of 
Tork was Reconciled to the Church of Rome, and that it ts High-Treaſon to be ſo Reconciled ; wherein a Verdidt and Judg- 
ment tor 160000 /, Damages were obtained againit your Petitioner, and your Petitioner committed to the Ayne's: Bench 
Priſon. : 

AFTER this the Popiſh Party obtained leave from King Charles the 24, to prefer two ſeveral Tndictments againit your 
Petitioner for two pretended Perjuries, in his Evidence concerning the ſaid Conſpiracy ; which they brought on to a 'I'rial 
in the Reign of King James the Second : and your Petitioner upon the Teſtimony of thele very Witneſſes who had Con- 
fronted him 1n rhree former Trials, and were disbelieved, (through the partial Behaviour of the Chict Juſtice Jefferies, in 
brow-beating your Petitioner's Witneſſes and miſleading the Juries) was Convicted of the ſaid pretended Perjuries, and re- 
ccived this Inhumane and unparallePd Sentence, viz. To pay 2000 Marks ta the King, to be diveſted of his Canonical 
12abit ; to be brought into Weſtminſter-Hall with a JPaper upon his cad, with this Jnſcription, Titus Oates Convicted up- 
oi full Evidence of two horrid Perjuries ; to ſfand in and upon the JItilow two ſeveral Oays fo? the ſpace of an our ; to be 
CU tpt by the Common-[angman from Aldgate to Newgate on Wedneſday,and Friday tollowing from Newgate ta Ty burn ;

t6 ſiand in and upon the Jiliozy five times every Year of his Life, and toremain a Priſoncr during Lite. 
THIS S2ntence (as your Petitioner believes) was to murder him, and was executed accordingly with all the Circum- 


ſtances of Barbarity, he having ſuffered ſome thouſands of Stripes, whereby he was put to unſpakeable Tortures, and lay ten + 


Weeks under the Chirurgions Hands : neither did their Maliceand Cruelty ceaſe here, but becauſe your Petitioner (through 
the Mercy of God ſupporting him, and the extraordinary Skill of a Judicious Chirurgion) outlived that barbarous Ulage, 
ſome of them got into his Chamber whileſt he was weak 1n his Bed, and attempted to pull of the Plaiſters applied to cure 
his Back, and threatned io deſtroy him. / | 

THAT nothing within their Power and Malice might be wanting to compleat your Petitioner's Miſery, they procured 
him to be loaded with Irons of exceſſive Weight tor one whole Year without any Intcrmiſhon, even when his Legs were 
{wollen with the Gout, and to be ſhut up in the Hole or Dungeon of the ſaid Priſon, whereby he became impaired of his 
Limbs, and contracted Convulſion-Fits to the Hazard of his Life. All which Illegal Proceedings and Barbarous Inhuma- 
nities, were not only intended againſt your Petitioner as a Revenge upon him, but likewiſe to caſt a Reproach upon the 
Wiſdom and Honour of four ſucceſſive Parliaments, who had given him Credit, and upon the publick Juſtice of the Nation. 

DURING the 'Time that this Proſecution was upon your Petitioner, ſeveral Noblemen and Gentlemen, Citizens ang 
ethos contiibured 400 7, per Annum tor Its Support and Maintenance, which your Petitioner enjoyed till his preſent Ma- 
city Ring Wilam, at the requeſt of both Houles of Parliament, reſtored to him your Petitioner, the forcfaid Pention of 
io ld. per Senſei, atrer having been deprived thereof nine Years, to his loſs above 5000 /. 

THAT your Petitioner enjoyed the ſaid Allowance of 40 /. per Month, from September 1659. till Lady-day in the Year 
1092, after which tune your Petitioner had not his Pention paid him, to the undoing of your. poor Petitioner, his Friends 
withdrawing their Bounty from him, when his Majclty reſtored your Petitioner to his faid Penſion, they judging him ro 
he provicied for duting his Lite : fo that your Petitioner 1s ruined, he having in the time of Is Sutferings, and lince his al- 
fowance cf 597, per Month was taken away, contracted Debts, for which he hath bin ſued by his Creditors, and hath bin 
Arretted and ts Goods taken in Execution ; and mutt have periſhed had not the Lords of the Treaſury relieved vour Petit:;- 
017 With tte Sum of 3501, with which Sum your poor Petitioner did pay his Creditors in part, bur will be fucd tor the 
Remainder of his Debts which amounts to 500 /, and his poor Wite ana Famuly muſt perith, and your Petitioner {tarve 
at lait in a Priſon, untefs this Honourable TY do take your poor Petitioner's deplorable Calc 1nto thur reader Conltider 1- 
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tion, his ſaid Penſion of 4c 1, per Month bgog his whole and only Subtiitance, he having no Eſtate to live upon. 


THE Premiſes conſidered, your Petitioner throws Hhimlelt at the Feet of this Honourable Houle, and pray. 
your Honours to take I1s deplorable Cafe into your tender Cunfideration ; fo that your Petitioner may 1: 
ceive the Arrears of his Penſion to diſcharge his Debts, and that ic may be rcittor d to his Pceniton of 


pr Month, that he and his diſtreſſed Family may avrt frurve tor Want of Bread. 
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
